FINAL TENDER HASBEEN MADE 


America Will Take the Philippines and Give 
Twenty Million Dollars to Spain. 


President McKinley's Commissioners Request an Auswer From 
the Dons by Monday on All Propositions. 


NEGOTIATIONS HAVE NOT BEEN BROKEN OFF AS REPORTED, 


Somebody Sent a False Cablegram From Paris Announcing That Monte- 
ros Rios Had Ended the Conference—Proceedings Going On at the 
Last Advices, Though Adjournment Had Been Taken Until Wednes- 
day—Reported Rupture Productive of Interviews at Washington—Sig- 
nificant Statement by a Cabinet Officer —Uncle Sam Would Go Right 
Ahead With His Foreign Operations, Even if Monty Should Jump 
His Job—Features of the Meeting Yesterday—Mutual Claims for In- 
demnity to Be Abandoned—Old Treatiesto Be Taken Up and Revived. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PARIS, Nov. 21—[By Atlantic Cable.] The Spanish 
Peace Commissioners have undoubtedly made their final 
proposition here. When the conference opened this after- 
noon, Judge Day, addressing Senor Montero Rios. and col- 
leagues of the Spanish commission, recurred to the pro- 
tracted negotiations and re-affirmed the desire of the Amer- 


ican commissioners to reach an amicable conclusion. Then, 


handing the American presentation tu the interpreter, Judge 
Day concluded his remarks by saying that the Americans, 
preferring not to break the armistice or to resume hostilities, 
had determined to present a final proposition which he hoped 
would lead to a speedy and amicable adjustment. _ 

_ That portion of the presentation setting forth the new 
proposal that the United States must have possession of the 
entire Philippine Archipelago, with a tender of $20,000,000 


for treaty cession of the islands, was then rex. Without 


betraying their mental attitude, the Spanish Commissioners 
suggested an adjournment until Wednesday. ~ | 

The new proposition, with its collaterals, which was em- 
bodied toward the end of the American memorandum, filled 
thirty typewritten sheets. Only this part was read in the joint 
session, the memorandum then being delivered to the Span- 
iards for translation by their own staff. 

Spain’s proposition to invoke the offices of a third 
power to construe the words “control, disposition and gov- 
ernment of the Philippines,” was rejected by the American 
commissioners, on the ground that the diction of the third 
article of the protocol, dealing with the Philippines, is broad 
and clear, so as to afford no justification for arbitration as 
between the parties to the agreement. . 

An analysis of the American memorandum shows that 
all other suggestions and _ considerations hinge upon 
treaty cession at the amount named by the United States. 
In the event of cession, Spain may enjoy, for a term of 
twelve years’ rights of commerce in the Philippines equal to 
those of the United States. Ifthe United States acquire the 
islands by conquest, Spain may not enjoy such rights. 

Should Spain refuse cession, she won!d remain liable for 


indemnity claims, national and individual, since the out- 


break of the last Cuban insurrection. Should she refuse, 
she would also lose, probably, as further indemnity for the 
expense of conquest, one of the Carolines, which she may 
now sell; and other cable privileges within Spanish jurisdic- 
tion might be taken by the United States without any re- 
turn to Spain for them. | | | 

This evening the Spaniards, doubtless, do not know 
whet#er they will accept or reject the terms. They are tel- 
egraphing the substance of the American memorandum to 
Madrid, and they expect a reply at Wednesday's meeting. 
Possibly they may conclude that because one money offer is 
made, another and larger offer may follow pressure upon 
the American Commissioners. | 

If this be their expectation, it will not be realized. The 
American terms, submitted almost at the close of the eight 
weeks of patient hearing and painstaking argument, are a 
practical ultimatum. 

He Ought to Know. 

MONTPELIER, (Vt.,) Nov. 21.—President Brown, of 
Norwich University, has received a personal letter from 
Admiral Dewey, under date of Ostober 3,in which the

treaty of peace. It being the policy of 
the United States to maintain in the 
Philippines an ‘open door’ to 
world’s commerce, the American Com- 
missioners are prepared to insert in 
the treaty now in contemplation a 
stipulation to the effect that, for a 
term of years, Spanish ships and mer- 
chandise shall be admitted to Philip- 
pine ports on the same terms as 
American ships and merchandise. 
“The American Commissioners are 
also authorized and are prepared to 
insert in the treaty, in connection with 
the cession of territory by Spain to 
the United States, a provision for the 
mutual relinquishment of all claims 
for indemnity, national and individual, 
of every kind, of the United States 
against Spain and of Spain against the 
United States that may have arisen 
since the beginning of the late Cuban 
insurrection and prior to the conclusion 
of the treaty of peace.” 
_ Next followed the terms nearest ap- 
proaching’ to a formal ultimatum to 


Spain. The Unitéd States Commission- | 


ers express the hope that they might 
receive from the Spanish Commission- 
ers on or before Monday, the 28th inst., 
definite and final acceptance of the 
proposals made as to the Philippines 
in connection also with the demands 
as to Cuba, Porto Rico and the other

SPECULATORS IN MAILS, 


The VPostoifice Department Stamps 
Out Possible Combinations. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


WAHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The Post- 
office Department has placed a very 
serious and perhaps’ insurmountable 
obstacle’ in the way of the alleged 
combination of speculative . mail-con- 
tract bidders by prohibiting postmas- 
ters from certifying bonds. The post- 
master at Sedalia, Mo., where a con- 
siderable number of the speculative 
bidders are located, telegraphed for 
instructions on this point, the contract 
proposals requiring the postmaster to 
pass on thte sufficiency of the bond 
of bidders in his jurisdiction. The fol- 
lowing response, laying down the law 
and the department policy on the sdb- 
ject. was wired by Second Assjstant 
Postmaster-General Schallenberger: 

' *Anawering telegram, section 755 of 
the postal laws, prohibits postmasters 
from approving bond before bond is 
signed by bidder and sureties. The 
revenue law prohibits the signing of 
& bond without the bond having there- 
upon the required revenue stamp. 
Therefore you will not sign the eertifi- 
cate of approval of the bidder of sure- 
ties until after the revenue stamp is 
affixed to the bond.

Dr. Cox and Corporal Ryan Tell of 
Sergeant Dobson, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.— Dr. . 8. 
Clifford Cox, an assistant surgeon in 
the First Volunteer Regiment of the 
District of Columbia, today explained 
to Col. Denby of the War Investigat- 
ing Commission, his connection with 
the case of Sergt. Dobson, of that reg- 
iment, who died in a Brooklyn Hospi- 
tal last September. He said he had 
not attended the case until the Third 
of September, when he had gone to 
see the young man in his tent, and 
that on the fifth he had pronounced 
the case typhoid and ordered the pa- 
tient taken to the general hospital. 
Dr. Cox did not believe Dobson had 
suffered by being allowed to remain 
in his tent, as his case was a very 
mild one. The young man was lying 
on a bed on the ground, but he had a 
hammock he could have used if he had 

desired, 

Dr. Cox expressed the opinion that 
a patient should not have been _=re- 
moved to the Brooklyn Hospital from 
the general camp hospital. ‘‘No doubt,” 
he said, “he was killed by being meved 
around.” It was his understanding 
that the sick man’s mother had re- 
quested the transfer. 

Corporal Ryan testified that Dr. Cox 
had required Sergt. Dobson te come 
to the doctor’s tent, notwihstanding 
he had told him the man w not able 
to do so, and this in the faee of the 
fact that Dobson was practically car- 
ried up by two comrades. Dr. Cox 
had marked him for duty. Corporal 
Ryan declared that Dobson’s bed on 
the ground consisted of his blanket 
only, and he did not occupy his ham- 
mock because he could not get into it. 
Corporal Ryan stated, as did Dr. Cox, 
that Dobson had not wanted to go to 
the hospital as he desired to come 
home with his regiment. . 


MAJ. IVES’S TESTIMONY.

NEW YORK, Nov, 21.—Maj. A. J. 
Ives, chief surgeon of the third or 
provisional division of the Fifth Army 
Corps. was the first w'tness before the 
War Investigating Commission teday.

The Dead Cashier Hopkins Also Ac- 
eused of Conspiracy With the 
Trio in Connection With the 
Misuse of People’s Bank Fands, 
Five Indictments. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21,—The 
grand jury today presented to the 
County Court true bills of indictment 
against United States Senator M, 8&8. 
Quay, his son, Richard R. Quay, and 
Benjamin J. Haywood, ex-State Treas- 
urer. "The bills the defendants 
with conspiracy with John 8. Hopkins, 
late cashier of the People’s Bank, for 
the unlawful use of the moneys of tne 
bank in the purchase of stock, and 
conspiracy with Hopkins in the misuse 
of State funds on deposit in the Peo- 
ple’s Bank. Hopkins committed suicide 
by shooting in March last. 

Subsequent to the presentation of the 
indictments, Dist.-Atty. Graham ap- 
peared in court and asked for permis- 
sion to withdraw the attachment ob- 
tained for the appearance before the 
grand jury of Cashier William Mont- 

omery of the Allegheny National 

ank of Pittsburgh, and Cashier 
Stephen B. Stone of the Beaver Deposit 
Bank of Beavey, Pa. 

The District Attorney stated that he 
had desired to present to the grand 
jury, through the two cashiers named, 
certain evidence in the suit againsc 
Senator Quay and others, but as this 
matter had now passed out of the 
hands of the grand jury, their presence 
would not be needed until] the case was 
brought to trial. He intimated that 
he then would demand their appear- 
ance as witnesses and would also insist 
upon the production of certain books 
and papers of those banks. The court 
granted the District Attorney’s request 
and the attachments for the cashiers 
was ordered canceled. 

The true bills returned by the grand 
jury are five in number. The first 
charges M. 8. Quay with conspiracy 
with John S. Hopkins for unlawful use 
of the money of the People’s Bank in 
the purchase and sale of the stocks or 
various corporations for the aecount, 
benefit and profit of M. S. Quay. 

The second indictment charges M. 8. 
Quay with conspiracy with John S. 
Hopkins to unlawfully buy and sell 
stocks, knowing that the said Hop- 
kins was cashier of the People’s Bank. 

The third indictment charges Ben- 
jamin J. Haywood, M. 8S. Quay and 
Richard R. Quay with conspiraey to 
conyert to their own uses $100,000 of 
the public money of the State on De- 
cember 1, 1896, when Haywood was 
the State Treasurer of Pennsylvania, 
and also with the use of the $100,000. 

The fourth bill charges M. 8S. Quay 
and Benjamin J. Haywood with conspir- 
acy, together with John 8. Hopkins, 
William Livsay, William B. Hart, 
Henry K. Boyer, John W. Morrison, 
Samuel M. Jackson, and Charles H. 
McKee ‘on Mareh 28, 1898, unlaw- 
fully to use and did use to make profit, 
certain large sums of public money 
of the commonwealth which had been 
deposited in the People’s Bank by the 
several State treasurers. 

Of those named, Messrs, Quay, Liv- 
say, Boyer and Morrison, Jackson and 
Haywood had been State treasurers, 
succeeding each other in the order 
named. 

The fifth and last bill charges Ben- 
jamin J. Haywood, state Treasurer, 
with unlawfully loaning $100,000 of 
State money, which, it is alleged, went 
to Richard R. Quay, and also with re- 
eeiving pecuniary benefit from the de- 
posit of State money in the People’s 
Bank. 

M. 8S. Quay, with his son, Richard R. 
Quay, arrived here from San Lucie, 
Fla.,today, to which place they went 
a week ago. They declined to discuss 
the indictments found: against them. 
They were for some timecloseted with 
their counsel, It is probable they will 
appear in court tomorrow to plead to 
the charges contained in the indict- 
ment, and as District Attorney Gra- 
ham will press for an immediate trial, 
there is likelihood of the case being 
ealled for trial Wednesday.

WILL REPLY WEDNESDAY 


RIOS SAYS SPAIN DOES NOT NEED 
TIME UNTIL MONDAY. 


Secretary Ojeda Declares Nobody 
Can Tell What the Cortes May 
Do, but He Doesn’t See How 
Spain Can Avoid Yielding—And 
That’s What Europe Thinks. 


{BY DINECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW. YORK, Nov. 22.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Sefior Ojeda, principal sec- 
retary of the Spanish Peace Commis- 
sion, when asked last night in Paris 
if the American ultimatum would be 
accepted, replied: ‘No one can fore- 
see what the Cortes will do.” 

When the reading of the American 
reply was finished yesterday, Sefior 
Rios frowned and said curtly: “Spain 
does not need until November 28 to 
answer. She wil] present her reply 
Wednesday.” The best obtainable in- 
formation at Paris last night was that 
notice of acceptance would be given 
on the day indicated by Rios. 

Secretary Ojeda said also that the 
commission considered $20,000,000 ridic- 
ulously insufficient for the Philippines, 
considering that Spain had raised $40,- 
000,000 on the security of the ‘Manila 
customs alone.. That part of the ulti- 
matum relating to the open ‘door,’ 
he added, was regarded by the com- 
mission as of very little value to 
Spain. That condition has unques- 
tionably been put in at the sugges- 
tion of England, not Germany, for 
she was favorable to Spain. 

Ojeda said it was for the Spanish 
government to decide what to do. He 
did not see how Spain could avoid 
yielding to the demand. The Queen 
Regent would have to be guided by 
the government and the Cortes, no 
matter what her personal preferences. 
Spain had no friends, and was appar- 
ently helpless. If Spain accepted, it 
would not require more than six or 
eight more sittings of the commission 
to settle up everything. Sefior Ojeda’s 
demeanor was that of a man much de- 
pressed. 

The declaration of the policy of an 
“open door” is attracting more atten- 
tion in European diplomatic circles 
than any other feature of the .Ameri- 
can ultimatum. It is welcomed com- 
mercially, of course, but politically it 
is instantly accepted as the first tan- 


ican and British interests and policy 
in the Far East. This fact alone will’ 
bring a storm of: general criticism of 
the American terms from most of the 
European capitals. 
SHIPBUILDERS’ TRUST. 

Washington advices are to the effect 
that an American shipbuilders’ trust 
is looming up as a result of the Spanish 
war. The Navy Department has had 
strong intimations from shipbuilders 
recently that stiffer prices will pre- 
vail in the future, and unmistakable 
indications of what is in store has been 
disclosed at a meeting heKd in New 
York several days ago, when represen- 
tatives of firms which have contracts 


for an obsolete type of single-turret 
monitars practically pooled their inter- 
ests and determined, figuratively 
speaking, to put the screws on the gov- 
ernment before they got through with 
the job. It is the understanding at 
Washington that those who took part 
in the meeting were Henry T. Scott af 
the Union Iron Works, San Francisco; 
Superintendent Hanscom of the ‘Bath 
Shipbuilding Works; Lewjs Nixon of 
Elizabeth, N. J., and an official of the 
Newport News works. Scott and Hans- 
com were in Washington yesterday. 
The results of the meeting in New 
York were apparent when the builders 
visited the Navy Department. It 
quickly became evident that the price 
of the monitors per ton, which averaged 
approximately $315 a month ago, when 
bids were opened far 2700-ton vessels, 
had risen in six weeks to about $400 per 
ton when 4000-ton vessels appeared to 
be desirable. The authorities are fully 
determined to make an example of the 
eontractors if any extortion is at- 
tempted, even to the extent of debar- 
ring them from bidding on future work. 
THAT DREYFUS LETTER, 
There was a sensatoin in Paris last 
night over ‘the report regarding the se- 
cret document used in convicting Drey- 
fus. It declared that this document 
was a letter from Baron Fredericksse,- 
Russian military attaché at Paris, 
dated Berlin, and addressed to the 
French military authorities, stating 
that the traitor at the Paris Intelli- 
gence Department responsible for the 
sale of secrets to the German general 
staff was Dreyfus. Fredericksse said 
later on that he ascertained he had 
been grossly deceived, doubtless py the 
agent of Esterhazy and Henry, who 
e were anxious to avert suspicion from 
themselves. The existence of this Jet- 
ter largely influenced the Court of 
Cassation in deciding Dreyfug should be 
telegraphed and bidden to prepare his 
defense.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 21.—Two 
Chinamen burned to death, another se- 
riously, if not fatally, stabbed, and 
three policemen slightly wounded, this, 
in addition to the partial destruction of 
a three-story building by fire, was the 
record made within a single hour in 
Chinatown tonight. 

A fire alarm was turned in shortly 
before 8 o’clock. The three-story brick 


puilding at Nos. 22-and 24 Waverly 


Place was on fire, and before the en-- 
gines could reach it the interior was 
destroyed. The building swarmed with 
Chinese. A rush was made for the 
open air, but two failed to escape, and 
their charred bodies were found in the 
ruins after the, flames had been ex- 
tinguished. They were Wong Do Quay, 
the son of the proprietor of a store in 


’ the building, and Wong Gow, who re- 


cently came to San Francisco from 
Idaho. 

While the fire was still in progress, 
Chu Guey, who occupied the basement, © 
rushed from the burning building. 
Drawing a large knife he ran amuck 
through the crowd that had assem-. 
bled. As he did so, it was observed that 
the long blade and handle of the knife 
were covered with blood, presumably 
from wounds which he had inflicted on 


himself. 


Chu Guey made a pass at Special 


Officer Sellinger, who barely escaped | 


injury. A group of policemen was 


standing near, and upon them he fell, 


cutting Officers Knight, Gallaway: and 
Harrison about the hands, but here his 
bloody career ended, for Knight drew 
his club and knocked him senseless. 
The Chinaman had been stabbed twice 
in the abdomen, the wounds being se- 
rious.

If President Rios did express the 
determination of the Spaniards, un- 
der their instructions, the American 
commissioners will promptly pack up 
and leave Paris for the United States 
at once. It is said on one hand at the 
State Department that nearly all of 
their work in such case will go for 
nothing, as the proceedings before the 
commission were so conducted that 
no one point agreed upon was to be 
regarded as binding unless a complete 
treaty should be made; in other words, 
that the agreement on each point as 


it Was passed over was tentative, and 


final acceptance was conditioned upon 
a complete agreement on all points. 
On the other hand, it is said the 


 bréach does not necessarily wipe out 


the Philippines had been in dispute in 
Paris. The action’ of today removes 
all ground for dispute, for now we will 
take complete poSasession of .the isl- 
ands and give notice to all comers, 
practically ‘hands off.’ Orders will go 
forward 
commanders in charge of those isl- 
ands to push forward, and other isl- 
ands than that of Luzon will be oc- 
cupied. 

“It will not be necessary to occupy 
anything like all of them. Probably 
Panay, Cebu and two or three others 
will be all included in the plan of 
occupation and possession.

It is barely pos- 
sible that not more than 5000 additional 
troops will be necessary for the pur- 
pose, and these can readily be dis- 
patched. Transports can be gotten in 
hand without much delay, and our 
forces could soon be in possession of 
all the islands we care to take. Mean- 
time the Oregon and Iowa are en 
route to the Pacific, and will be added 
to our forces there. 

“Whether the Carolinés or any por- 
tion of them will be taken, I cannot 
Say. I seriously doubt if that will be 
undertaken. There are reasons that 
suggest themselves as ground for this 
opinion.”’

For instance, Spain agreed positively 
to relinquish her sovereignty over 
Cuba and Porto Rico and evacuate 
those islands, and to cede to us one 
of the Ladrone islands for a_ naval 
station.

clear, and ecarnest consideration will 
be given to this subject before any 
decision is announced. It is believed 
dhat the Spanish forces in Cuba will 
continue the evacuation of the island, 
now in progress. It is not thought 
probable that they will attack the 
United States forces. - The latter will 
not attack, so long as~the Spaniards 
continue to carry out the terms of the 
protocol, 

There is no problem connected with 
Porto Rico, which is now completely in 


drones, can be easily garrisoned at any [sort 


time, the Spanish forces, there having 
surrendered. This leaves about the 
only questions to be determined, those 
in connection with the Philippines. It 
is not believed that Spain will make 
any effort to reconquer these islands. 
Meanwhile the United States military 
and naval commanders probably will’ 


‘be directed to extend their occupation 


at once to the whole group of islands, 
though it is not clear that this can be 
accomplished without much trouble, 
and perhaps a hostile clash with the 
insurgents, 

For some reasons a speedy decision 
to undertake this work would be ac- 
ceptable to the State Department. 
There are foreign interests and lives 
and property at stake there, for which 
the United States has assumed a moral 
if not technical responsibility. Such, 
for instance, is the situation in the city 
of Iloilo, the second of importance in 
the Philippines, which is beseiged by a 
large number of insurgents. The small 


‘Spanish garrison is inadequate to de- 


fend the foreign interests in the place, 
and, although under our construction 
of the rules of war, we are not per- 
mitted to act there so long as -hostili- 
ties are suspended, yet there is some 
force in the Spanish plea that we have 
prevented them from defending them- 
selves and the foreigners in their care 
from the insurgents. 

CABINET MEMBER TALKS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—A_ well- 
known member of the Cabinet, in an 
interview this afternoon, immediately 
after the announcement of the break- 
ing-off of the peace negotiations, made 
the following statement as to the effect 
of the discontinuance of negotiations: 

“The action of the Spanish |Commis- 
sioners will not effect the purpose of 
the United States government. Our 
government will still assert precisely 
What it has tlaimed, and it will pro- 
ceed to carry those claims into execu- 
tion. I don’t believe there will be any 
concession on the other hand; that is, 
from the American side, nor actual re-. 
sistance on the other. It will simply. 
remain for the American government 
to hold what it has proposed to hold, 
for it is now practically in possession 
and all that remains is to make this 
possession an actual fact. 

“While the Spanish government de- 
clines to acquiesce, it cannot interpose 
an obstacle, and the only result will be. 
that it will be compelled later to rec- 
ognize what it refuses to acquiesce in 
at present. I say this on the assump- 
tion that notification has been” given 
of a rupture of the negotiations, and 
that it is not simply a movement to 
take them up in a new way. One sig- 
nificant fact is that this action would 
relieve this government of the whole 
question of compensation for the Phil- 
ippines. 

WOULD BE ADVANTAGEOUS. 

“This effectually wipes out all obli- 
gations to make any payment of 
moneys to the Spanish government. 
No payment was ever considered by 
the United States government beyond 
a moderate sum, which I will not 
name, but which was specified in the 
instructions given to our commission- 
ers. Now even this is not to be con- 
sidered as necessary, and the Spanish 
covernment cannot make a protest 
hereafter on that score. 

“In some respects the rupture is of 
distinct advantage to this government. 
It relieves it of the feeling of obliga- 
tion to take certain steps, such as the 
payment of money contemplated, and 
it is free to act now unhampered. 

“This government has all to gain, 
Spain has all to lose. Spain has signed 
the protoco!, and is now bound by it to 
the extent of its provisions. We will 
proceed to execute it. Spain can offer 
no material obstruction to our plan 
of execution. Her troops already have 
evacuated Porto Rico, and none are 
left on that island. The evacuation 
is going on in Cuba, and must be con- 
tinued. for it is very unlikely that the 
Spanish government would repudiate 
the protocol. The evacuation was spe- 
cifically provided for in that document, 
and she certainly could not offer any 
fo resistance in those quarters. -

CRITIC ON RAILROADS. 


GEN. LONGSTREET SIZES UP THE 
WHOLE SITUATION. 


Recommends Government Construc- 


tion of First-class Double-track 


Line From Kansas City to San 
Diego—Our New Foreign Posses- 
stons Will Help Bond-aided 
Roads Pay Their Debts. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Gen. 
James Longstreet, the Commissioner 
of Railroads, in his annual report, 
made public today, calls attention to 
the general prosperity in railroad af- 
fairs, and recommends the govern- 


ment construction and operation of a 


first-class double-track railway from 
Kansas City, Mo., to San Diego, Cal., 
by air-line route. 

He says the physical condition of 
our railroads generally is better than 
ever before. - He points to the spec- 
tacle of roads which only two or three 
years ago were in receivers’ hands, 
now paying dividends on their pre- 
ferred stocks, and piling up surpluses, 

i a very 


time; his report says, will 
be distributed among the common 
stockholders. Many roads, which in 


1898 were forced to cut salaries 20 per 
cent., he says, have voluntarily re- 
stored the old basis of wages In 
April, 1894, receivers controlled in this 
country, 210 roads embracing about 20 
per cent. of the total mileage. On 
June 30th of this year, there was only 
119 railroads in the hands of receivers, 
and Gen. Longstreet predicts that un- 
der the present condition of prosperity 
wzithin another year, the list of in- 

lvent railroads will be as small as 


n the years immediately preceding.

Reporting on his inspection of the 
ropertiés of the Union Pacific and 
Sentral Pacific and several of the land- 
grant lines in the West, and on the 
Pacific slope, this autumn, the com- 
missioner says that substantial im- 
provements have been made on the 
roadbed on the main lines; wooden 
bridges have been replaced by. iron 
and steel, and the ballasting is more 
extensive and much improved. He 
recommends a government air-line 
trans-continental route in the follow- 
ing language: 

“The annexation of the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, the possible, probable, contrel 
of the Philippine and Ladrone Islands 
must open up new trade relations of 
such growing proportions with them 
as to so materially increase the busi- 
ness of all the bond-aided roads as to 
be well within the scope of reason to 
anticipate their ability, at an early 
date, to pay principal and interest of 
their debt to the United States. 

“These new western acquisitions 
with Cuba and Perto Rico producing 
tropical products—our annual demand 
for which is to the extent of $225,000,000, 
about one-third Of our entire imports— 
will in a few years be entirely fur- 
nished from there ew possessions, and 
our own products taken in exchange, 
while now our exports to these islands, 
I believe, do not exceed $15,000,000 an- 
nually. 

‘Heretofore, under former sway, ev- 
ery effort has been made to .discour- 
age business intercourse with Amer- 
icans. Under the new order of things 
in’ these islands every effort will be 
meade to encourage trade with them, 
and when the population is doubled in 
numbers and is increased ten times in 
ability to produce and consume, which 
is not an unreasonable anticipation, 
what then will our trade amount to? 
It is almost impossible to imagine. 
Less than 65,000,000 British colonists 
in Australia exchange products to the 
amount of $650,000,000 annually. It is 
only reasonable to suppose that in a 
few years, the trade with our new 
possessions will fully equal, if not sur- 
pass, this, and the United States must 
control the bulk. 

“Furthermore, the vast volume of 
wheat. and other cereals which now 
find their way from the middle west- 
ern grain prairies to Asia and other 
countries of the Western Hemisphere 
via the Atlantic seaports, will, in a 
very few years. reach these same des- 
tinations via Pacific seaports. and 
with this changed condition will come 
vastly-increased tonnage and _reve- 
nues to all the transcontinental lines. 
The diversion of this traffic on this 
idea is now receiving the careful at- 


-tention and consideration of the -execu- 


tive and managing officials of some 
of the leading lines between Chicago, 
St. Paul and other middles western 
grain centers and the Pacific Slope, 
and, therefore, it seems to me the in- 
terest the United States has in bond- 
aided railroads and especially in the 
Central Pacific should not be ‘scaled.’ 
but that we have everv reason to look 
for repayment of dollar for dollar, 
principal and interest, loaned and ad- 
vanced by the government originally 
to these corporations. 

“It may be the time just now to sue- 
gest that the government construct 
and orerate a first-class double track 
from Kansas Citv to San Diego, by 
eir-line route. ‘This will open. the 
shortest line, measured by the map, 
from Boston. New York and Phila- 
delnhia to the Coast and along the 
coal flelds of the East and West, this 
side of the Rocky Mountains, and 
making the most direct line from. our 
ereat commercial interest to the 
Sandwich Islands and the Philippines. 


“This, with other lines now working 


overland, may prove ample for the 
wants of commerce to the Pacific Coast 
and the Orjent, holding trade and 
travel within our borders, pending the 
experiment of a canal through the isth- 
mus...An overland route from Vera 
Cruz, Mex., to Acapulco, now approach-

SHARKEY 1S TOUGHER 


THE SLUGGER PUT IN SHAPE TO 
STAND "SMOTHERING’’ 


His Backers Expect Him to Endure 
Corbett’s Blows Until the ex- 
Champion Gets Tired. 


‘ 
THEN THE SAILOR SAILS IN. 
CORBETT NOT WORRIED AND 


MONEY IS BACKING HIM.

Racing on Heavy Track at Lexing- 
ton—A Bad Spill on the Bennings 
Track—Good Sport at Ingle- 
‘side—Sporting Notes. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] James J. Corbett and 
Thcmas Sharkey will meet tomorrow 
night at Lenox Athletic Club in a 
twenty-round glove fight for a $20,000 
purse. Sporting men from all over 
the United States have come to wit- 
ness the mill, which is the most im- 
portant event of its kind since the 
_ battle between See and Cor- 

bett at Carson The etting, and 
there is piles of it, favors Corbett, the 
cdds standing at about 5 to 4. The 
ex-champion, however, has so many 
followers who are willing to back him 
that it wilt be no surprise if he goes 
into the ring a 2-to-1 favorite. 

The one question uppermost in the 
minds of the fraternity is this: How 
good is Corbett, and has Sharkey im- 
proved? Corbett has been training at 
the Lenox Athletic Club for a month 
under the watchful eyes of Con Mc- 
’ Vey and Charlie White. He has 
worked conscientiously, and his men- 
tors say that he will be in shape to 
make as fast a fight as he ever did 
in his life. 

White declares Corbett is better than 
ever before, and will win. There are 
many men, however, who are unwill- 
ing to believe that Corbett will show 
the same form he did against Sulli- 
van and Mitchell, and also doubt that 
he can get himself into the trim he 
displayed when he went into the ring 
with Fitzsimmons. Corbett himself 
has been telling his friends and ad- 
mirers that he will be able to stand 
Sharkey off and outpoint him. He says 
that it is his.sole ambition to meet 
Fitzsimmons again, and the only step- 
ping stone to another match with the 
champion is a victory over Sharkey. 
With this information to think over 
Corbett’s friends are pretty sure that 
he has trained faithfully, and as Jim 
knows how to train, they are banking 
on his success. 

No careful student of pugilism will 
doubt for-a moment that Corbett in 
his best condition is the most scien- 
tific pugilist in the world. There is 
no question but that Corbett out- 
pointed Fitzsimmons for _& majority 
of rounds, and that he had the Cor- 
nitshman in distress in the early part 
of the battle, but Jim showed he was 
not a heavy-hitting pugilist, like the 
champion, and his defeat by Bob’s 
blow convinced many that he was by 
no means invulnerable. ' 

Sharkey has been training hard at 
Bay Ridge. It is admitted by his ene- 


mies that he has improved wonder-. 


fully, both in.science and in hitting 
powers. His immediate followers de- 
clare he has learned to fight cleanly, 
and that he has worked himself into 
magnificent condition. Those who 
have seen Sharkey at his. training 
quarters say his endurance is remar- 
able. He is also much speedier on 
his feet than ever before. That he 
will have to move round at a lively 
rate to get Corbett where he wants 
him nobody doubts, for Jim, when it 
comes to foot work, is in a class by 
himself. 

Sharkey’s tactics are known to be 
ageressive. Corbett men say that no 
matter how much Sharkey rushes he 
Will be unable to reach his antagonist. 
They believe that Corbett can easily 
avoid the ex-sailor and jab him in the 
face with such a skillful left hand 
that Tom will be literally smothered. 

There is not a general belief that 
Corbett can score a knockout, but if 
he is in proper shape, a majority of the 
sports think that he will not only stay 
the limit, but also outpoint Sharkey. 
The latter and his trainers are depend- 


ing a great deal on Corbett’s physical | 


condition. They hope that Jim will 
be unable to stand the fast pace that 
Sharkey is expected to set, and will 
tire after the first twelve rounds. One 
of Sharkey’s intimates said to the re- 
porter today: 

‘We will not be at all surprised to 
see Jim make our man look like an 
amateur for the first ten rounds. Cor- 
bett is undoubtedly the better boxer, 
and for that reason he will be all over 
Tom with pretty blows until he begins 
to tire. Sharkey has been trained to 
take all the punishment that Corbett 
can give, and that means that Jim will 
be tired out after a dozen rounds. 
Then you will see Sharkey, who will 
get stronger as the fight proceeds, sail 
in and win with one of his terrific 
swings. 

“Fitz licked Corbett in this way, 
and with a punch in the stomach. Cor- 
bett says that it was an accident, but 
accidents don’t go in fights. If Fitz 
could get to him and put him down 
with a left-handed smash at the solar 
plexus, what will Sharkey do to him 
if he lands either hand on the jaw? 
Tom can fight one hundred rounds if 
necessary.”’ 

Sharkey has been prepared for this 
fight with the greatest care, and he 
says he will win so decisively that 
there will be no chance to raise a cry 
of foul or fluke. In appearance now 
Sharkey looks like Sandow, the ‘“‘strong 
man,” and is almost as powerful, when 
it comes to lifting weights. He is 
shorter than Corbett in both height 
and reach, and will also be lighter in 
weight. He will tip the scales at 
about 174 pounds, he says, while Cor- 
bett may be ten pounds heavier. 

Corbett is not at all worried over 
the talk of the Sharkey men. He was 
very confident today when seen out on 
the road. 


“If I don’t win this t,”’ said the 
ex-champion, “I will never say an- 
other word. Sharkey is easy man 


to handle in the ring. He is a rusher 
and heavy hitter, I admit, but he does 
not know much about science. I'll be 
so fast for him when we get together 
that he will likely lose his head. All 
I want is fair play, and no favors from 
the referee, and I'll land the money. | 


| If Sharkey fouls me, I want the de- 
cision then and there.” 


THE TWO TRAINERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, Nov. 21. — Tom 
_O’Rourke, who is Sharkey’s' backer, 


manager and trainer, says that Tom 
will surprise those who have doubts 
as to his ability. Sharkey has improved 
wonderfully, said O’Rourke today, and 
is in fine fettle. He has trained well 
and carefully, doing everything that 
was asked him without a murmur. 

Corbett only boxed a couple of rounds 
this afternoon t@ limber up, and 
Charley White was more than pleased 
with his man. He said: “Jim has gone 
through his course of training splen- 
didly, and today is a shade better than 
when he met Fitzsimmons at Carson. 
There he lost the fight when he had it 
won, but tomorrow. will be a different 
story.” 


WADS OF “DOUGH.” 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—The sporting 
resorts along upper Broadway and 
throughout the tenderloin district were 
crowded tonight with crowds of pugi- 
lists who have come to the city t& wit- 
ness the Corbett-Sharkey fight, which 
is to take place tomorrow night at the 
Lenox Athletic Club. Hundreds of out- 
of-town sporting men are located at 
the principal hastelries between 
Twenty-third and Forty-third streets, 
and in the corridors and cafés of all the 
hotels groups of men stand around dis- 
cussing the probable outcome of the 
contest and comparing the _ vrelative 
merits of the combatants. 

Each of the principals had plenty of 
friends, and wagers were made fre- 
quently as to the result of the contest. 
Corbett had the largest following, and 
his admirers were not slow to place 
odds on his chances the moment any 
Sharkey money was flashed. Wads of 
greenbacks were handied in reckless 
fashion by the bettors, and one would 
think that the wealth of the Klondike 
had been brought to New York for the 
occasion, to look at the rails that were 
placed in the hands of stake-holders 
awaiting the decision of the fistic bat- 
tle. One hundred to 80 on Corbett were 
the prevailing odds, and quite a large 
sum of money was phaced at that price. 
Two bets of $500 at evens were made 
by sanguine Sharkeyites. George Con- 
sidine and his brother John fram De- 
troit took the Corbett end of both 
wagers. They looked around for more 
at this rate, but none was forthcoming, 
and they offered $100 to $80, getting sev- 
eral smaller bets at this price. 

The Considines are strong believers 


in Corbett’s ability to beat the sailor. 


pugilist, and their café on Sixth ave- 
nue presented an animated scene up 
to midnight. Antong those who joined 
the throng were ‘“‘Honest John” Kelly, 
who is to referee the fight; Dan 
Stuart. who brought off the Fitzsim- 
mons-Corbett battle at.» Carsoy last 
year, and a host of others well known, 
connected directly or indirectly with 
fistiana. There, as everywhere else 
they went, Corbett’s friends were in 
the majority, but there were always 
enough Sharkey followers on hand to 
hold the sailor’s end up by word or 
money to back it. 

“Sharkey is fit to fight for his life, 
and those who think he is not clever 
will be surprised when they see him 
in the work,” said his manager. “His 
work in training was done cheerfully, 
and the result is that his condition 
tonight is all that could be desired. 
He finished up today with light work, 
and will rest until the appointed hour 
tomorrow. I can add nothing to what 
I have already said over and over 
again, that Sharkey will win, and in 
most decisive manner, too.’ 

Corbett’s friends were just as con- 
fident. “Jim was never in better shape 
in his life,’’ said Considine tonight, 


“and my friends and myself will back } 


him for every dollar we can. Our 
money is safe. In fact, I look upon it 
as cinched.” 

Charley White, who trained Corbett 
for the Carson City fight, and has 
had charge of the ex-champion’s train- 
ing since Corbett took up his quarters 
at the Lenox Clubhouse, was very 
pronounced in his statement as to Cor- 
bett tonight, and claimed that the big 
fellow would win within fifteen rounds. 

Speaking of Corbett’s condition, 
White said: “Jim is a better man to- 
night than he was when he entered 
the ring at Carson City. He has 
learned to fight slower than formerly, 
and will consequeritly have more steam 
behind his blows. He has lost none 
of his speed otherwise, and his foot- 
work is very nearly perfect. I think 
that the fight should not go more than 
fifteen rounds, and Jim will be the | 
winner.” 

Corbett finished his preparations 
this evening with a couple of rounds 
of boxing at the clubhouse, and will 
rest at his home until tomorrow night. 

Many shrewd judges claim that the 
fifth condition in the articles of agree- 
ment, which precludes hitting with one 
arm, free, and compels the men to 
break clear from clinches without hit- 
ting, will be very much in Corbett’s 
favor. Some of them look for Sharkey 
to forget himself and lose on a foul 
by not observing the essential points, 
but Sharkey’s people say that Tom 
will not lose his head at any stage of 
the game.

CRAGIN’S SCHEME. 


HOLES IN HIS NICARAGUA CONCES- 
SION POINTED OUT. 


——__ 


The Clearly Evident Purpose to De- 
Iny if Not to Defeat 
the Connecting Water-wry Be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pnelfic, 


The following interesting commun 
eation on the subject of the Cragin 
Canal concession in Nicaragua is 
particularly timely, and will serve to 
give the people of this country an in- 
sight into, the designs against that 
enterprise, which have been manifest 
of late from more than one direction: 

STOCKTON, Nov. 18. 1898.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] My attention 
has been called to some declarations 
made by Edward F. Cragin, who has 
just returned to New York with an 
alleged concession from Niciragua for | 
the construction of an isthmian canal. 
Having colabored with Mr. Cragin 
several years ago in behalf of the 
Nicaragua Canal, and served with 
him on a committee appointed by the 
Nicaragua Canal Convention which 
met in New Orleans, in 1892, I presume 
that I may be pardoned for calling 
public attention to some defects in his 
scheme, and casting some doubt on 
his pretensions. 

First—We have the assurance of 
Minister Merry that the Nicaragua 
government granted no concession to 
Mr. Cragin—only a corfditional option 
for a concession in case the one held 
by the Maritime Company is allowed 
to lapse. 

Second—Mr. Cragin obtained no.con- 
cession from Costa Rica and without 
that any permit from Nicaragua would 
be entirely worthlesss, unless a new 
and impracticable route were chosen. 
The Maratime Company’s concession 
from Costa Rica does not expire for 
two years, and consequently Mr. Cra- 
gin’s scheme would involve two years 
more of delay, even if it hac other 
merits. 

Third—The people of the United 
States have fully determined that they 
want a canal under the direct control 
of the United States government, and 
having waited twenty or more years 
for private capital to build it, do not 
now propose to let private parties” 
step in to take advantage of expensive 
government surveys which demonr 
strate the engineering practicability 
of the canal. The example of Suez, 
which was built with French capital 
and the stock absorbed by the Eng- 
lish government, is a sufficieat warn- 
ing to Americans in these troublous 
times, and no scheme will be tolerated 
that will permit England or any other 
Buropean government to secure a ma- 
jority of the stock. At least a major- 
ity of the stock of any company build- 
ing the canal must be a permanent 
fixture of the United States treasury. 

Fourth—The United States has prior 
claims both by treaty and by invest- 
ment, to any that Mr. Cragin can as- 
sert. Careful surveys of the United 
States government have cost fully half 
a million dollars. These surveys were 
made with the express object of de- 
termining a feasible route for a canal 
to be constructed under the auspices 
of our government. The government 
of Nicaragua not only failed to pro- 
test against them, but invited and en- 
eouraged them, knowing full well the 
object. The surveys thus became a 
vested interest, of which neither Mr. 
Cragin nor Nicaragua has the right to 
dispossess Uncle Sam. They would 
form the basis of a successful claim 
to the completion of a canal on such 
surveys, if there were no other au- 
thority. 

Fifth—The treaty of 1867 which the 
Nicaragua Congress approved in 1868, 
expressly granted a concession to the 
United States for the operation of 
transportation routes across Nicara- 
gua, and even gave our government 
permission to land troops to protect 
it in certain emergencies. I have not 
been informed that any notice has 
been given by either country to abro- 
gate the treaty, which must be done 
twelve months before it would relieve 
the contracting parties. 

Sixth—Mr. Cragin does not intend to 
build the canal with private capital. 
His object was to get in between the 
government of the United States and 
this great enterprise. It is the only 
interpretation to be annplied to his self- 
advertised scheme. Whether he was 
prompted to it by the transcontinental 
railroads, or by a desire for a bonus, 
or simply to spite the Maritime Com- 
pany whose financial agent he used 
to be, will have to be left to conjec- 


ture. That his announcements con- 
fuse the public. may mislead Con- 
gressmen, and do injury to a great 


national project is quite apparent. 
The public is already” too much con- 
fused over the canal enterprise. Men 
who do not understand the first rudi-

OUR ULTIMATUM. 

At last, after long delay and a great 
deal of diplomatic haggling, the Span- 
{sh Peace Commissioners have been 
{nformed, in definite and concise lan- 
guage, of the terms upon which the 
United States’ government is willing 
to conclude a treaty of peace. The 
communication of our terms amounts 
in fact, to an ultimatum, and Spain 
is given until Monday next to accept 
or reject the terms offered. 

The American demands are brief 
and to the point. They require the 
cession by Spain of the entire group 
of the Philippine Islands, and ten- 
in consideration of 
such cession, the sum of $20,000,000. 
It is declared, further, that it is the 
‘purpose of the United States ‘to 
maintain the Philippine Islands as 
an ‘open door’ to the world’s com- 
merce.” There is to be “mutual re- 
linquishment of all claims for in- 
demnity, national or personal, sub- 
sequent to the outbreak of the last 
Cuban insurrection.” The granting 
of religious freedom to the Caroline 
Islands is also demanded, as agreed 
upon between the United States and 
Spain in 1886. The acquisition of one 
of the Caroline Islands for an Amer- 
ican naval station;. the granting of 
cable landing rights at other points 
under Spanish jurisdiction, and the 
revival of certain Spanish-American 
treaties, are among the more impor- 
tant of the terms submitted. 

These terms, at first glance, may 
seem hard, but they are not so in 
reality, and are certainly not unjust. 
The war has been a costly one to the 
United States, and Spain is without 
resources to pay a cash indemnity, as 
the vanquished nation is almost in- 
variably required to do by the vic- 
torious power. The cession of the 
Philippines and of Porto Rico will be 
but an inadequate recompense for 
the outlay of blood and _ treasure 
which the war made necessary on our 

part. The offer of $20,000,000 to 
Spain for territory, which is now fn 
effect under American jurisdiction, is 
a piece of generosity almost unheard 
of in the history of warfare. That 
Spain will eventually accept the 
terms offered is almost a certainty, 
though she may make some _ further 
bluffs before final submission. She 
is in no position to resume hostilities, 
and there is no hope of interferente 
by any outside nation. The war may 
be considered, therefore, as 
tically ended.

AGAINST S80-CALLED “IMPERIALISM.’ 
A movement has just been launched 
in Boston, under the leadership of 
the well-known free-trade theorist, 
Edward Atkinson, with the avowed 
object of “opposing the annexation of 
the Philippines.” Andrew Carnegie 
has contributed a lump sum of $10,- 
000 in aid of the movement, which 
promises to boom along at a more or 
less lively pace if contributions keep 
coming in at that rate. The organ- 
izers of this anti-annexation move- 
ment held a meeting at the “Hub,” on 
Saturday, at which Edward Atkin- 
son presided. An “address to the 
American people” was issued, from 
which the following extracts are 
made: 


“Whatever islands we take must be 
annexed or held in vassalage to the 
republic. Either course is danger- 
ous to the physical and moral safety 
of the nation, inconsistent with our 
professions, and must result in for- 
eign complications which will im- 
peril and delay the settlement of 
pressing financial, labor and adminis- 
trative questions at home. 

“Impressed with the importance of 
these views and recalling the declara- 
tion of the President that the war 
with Spain could never degenerate 
into a war of conquest, we have de- 
ferred action until it has become ap- 
parent that pressure was _ being 
brought upon the President to con- 
vince him that public opinion de- 
mands the inclusion of dlien territory 
and great masses of alien people into 
the territory of the United States. 

“We stand by the President’s dec- 
laration, and, in order-to give evi- 
dence of the opposition to a foreign 
expansion. policy by a vast body of 
our people, have organized an anti- 
imperialist league.” 


The following petition was drawn 
up, and will be sent out for ‘signa- 
tures: 


“To the President and the Con- 
gress of the United States: The un- 


dersigned, citizens of ——, in the 
State of ——, protest against any ex- 
tension of the sovereignty of the 


United States over the Philippines in 
any event, or other foreign territory, 
without the free consent of the peo- 
ple thereof, believing such action 
would be dangerous to the’ republic, 
wasteful of its resources, in violation 
of constitutional principles, and 
fraught with moral and physical 
evils to our people.”

_ The President declared that we 
should not engage in a war of con- 
quest, That declaration stands as 
firmly today as when it was ~ made, 
and without doubt an overwhelming 
Majority of the American people ap- 
prove it. But we have not engaged 
in a war of conquest, and we. shall 
not do so. The controlling position 
which we now occupy in the affairs 
of the Philippines was virtually 
foreed’ upon us.by the exigencies of 
the war. It is one of the maxims ut 
war to strike the enemy wherever he 
cun be hurt most effectively. We 
dealt him a terrible blow at Manila, 
and the Philippines came virtually 
‘into our possession and under our 
control, The most difficult problem 
,in connection with the war is, what 
shall we do with these islands? Shall 
we return them to Spain? This 
would mean the reinauguration of an 
era of bloodshed and oppression such 
as would shock the moral sense of 
the civilized world. Shall we turn 
them over to some European nation 
or nations? This plan is too mani- 
‘festly impracticable for discussion. 
'Shall we withdraw our forces. from 
‘the archipelago entirely and leave 
‘ these untutored people a prey to them- 


selves and to any other power that 
might choose to- invade their terri- 
tory? Would this course be either 
humane or just? The only remain- 
ing alternative is to retain some sort 
of control over them ourselves, and 
this alternative the Washington gov- 
ernment has detided to adopt. ‘ 

Will Mr. Atkinson, and those who 
are acting with him, explain what 
course, in their opinion, the govern- 
ment of the United States could con- 
sistently -pursue other than the 
course which it is pursuing in this 
matter? 


“a CLUMSY INSTRUMENT.” 

The New York Times,:in a recerit 
issue, points out some of the defects, 
or evils, of the blanket ballot system, 
by which a voter is permitted to vote 
a “straight ticket” by simply making 
a mark at the head of the column, 
instead of being compelled to study 
the tickets as printed on the ballot 
in order to indicate, with appropriate 
marks, the candidates for whom he 
wishes to vote. The Sun says: 

“The party column blanket ballot 
is a pretty clumsy instrument of 
vengeance in the hands of an in- 
censed electorate. The voters of the 
county of New York, constituting the 
First Judicial District, have defeated 
Van Wyck, but they have not elected 
Judge Daly. There was no good rea- 
son why any Democrat should vote 
against his party’s candidate for Gov- 
ernor. There were the best of rea- 
sons why all right-thinking Demo- 
crats should vote for Judge Daly. 
The election of Van Wyck and the 
election of Daly would have been a 
verdict of which no man could mis- 
take the meaning. It would have 
been a direct and specific rebuke of 
Croker. ‘It would have expressed 
with emphasis and discrimination the 
intent of the voters. But the indis- 
position of the mass of voters to take 
much trouble with their ballots is 
again manifested in this election. It 
was easier to put a cross at the head 
of the Republican column than it was 
to mark the ballot in such a way 4s 
to make it count for Van Wyck and 
for Daly, so several thousand Demo- 
crats took that easy and unintelligent 
way to rebuke Croker.” 

This is a concise statement of one 
of the obvious shortcomings of the 
system which it is proposed by cer- 
tain persons to engraft upon the 
Australian ballot system in Califor- 
nia. Its practical effect is to place 
a premium upon laziness and stupid- 
ity. It is opposed to the independ- 
ence and the intelligence which every 
voter should ‘exercise in the casting 
of his ballot. That it takes a little 
more time for the voter to indicate 
his choice by placing a mark opposite 
the name of each candidate for whom 
he wishes to vote, is quite true. But 
a very few minutes—from one ‘to five 
minutes in the vast majority of 
cases—suffices for the average voter 
to mark his ballot under the system 
at present in vogue in California. The 
voter who objects to devoting that 
amount of time toa duty of such 
great importance is hardly deserving 
of the privilege of voting at all. The 
California law may need amendment 
in some minor particulars, but that 
part of the law requiring that a mark 
be placed opposite the name of each 
candidate voted for should be per- 
mitted to stand. 3 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF TRUSTS. 
Reference has been made in these 
columns to the astonishing extent to 
which combinations of large capital 
for industrial purposes have been 
carried in this country, during ‘the 
past year. The subject is one which 
is attracting constantly increasing at- 
tention on the part of the press of the 
country. It is not necessary to be a 
demagogue, or a _ pessimist, to see 
that these combinations of enormous 
capital, to an extent undreamed of 
even ten years ago, must, to put it 
mildly, work a complete revolution 
in our present methods of doing busi- 
ness, as it would be folly to suppose 
that we shall soon see the end of 
such combinations. Rather is it 
probable that they will become more 
general and more extensive, until, ‘In 
almost every field of human activity 
the small capitalist will be forced to 
the wall. . What the result of this 
financial revolution is likely to be is 
not easy to predict. The . financial 
editor of a conservative eastern jour- 
nal, the Boston Herald, commenting 
recently on the rumor of a trust in 
the copper-mining industry, said: 

“The day of little things Is passing 
in this country, and whoever would 
operate in harmony with current 
events must bear this principle in 
mind. It would seem as if every 
valuable industry, except farming, 
must soon be conducted in combina- 
tion and capitalized at enormous fig- 
ures for Wall street consumption, and, 
through Wall street, for public con- 


sumption. It is not impossible that 
the multiplication of industrial  se- 
curities will proceed until railway 


shares will be completely dethroned 
as leaders of speculation. What shall 
be the end of these things? A mo- 
nopoly of all things controlled by a 
few score of capitalists? And, after 
that, what? Who shall turn the un- 
written pages of the. industrial future 
of the United States, and tell the 
present generation how to shape its 
plans to. harmonize with what is com- 
ing? This is an age for profound 
thought.” 

The enormous extent to which the 
trust movement has already reached 
may be realized from the statement, 
recently published, that $3,500,000,000 
of the industrial capital of the 
United States is now employed in 
the interests of trusts. This is more 
than 50 per cent. of the total amount 
of industrial capital in use in the 
country, as shown by the last census. 
Commenting upon this, the United 
States Investor says: 

“What does it betoken? It betokens 
of course, for one thing, that, as we 
have repeatedly shown in the past, 
the margin of profit has been greatly 
curtailed by reason of over-competi- 
tion. The fact that in’ many lines 


of industry more capital and more 
labor are employed than are  neces- 
sary to satisfy the demand—unless it 


be satisfied at prices which admit of 


is of itself significant. 
the matter is, as we have before now 


e last century have revolutionized 
the industrial conditions of all the 
preceding centuries, and have 
brought the world to the point when 
its needs can be sniisfied by the em- 
ployment of only a partial amount of 
the capital and time at its disposal. 
The facts which have been ,operat- 
ing to this end have been at work for 
a hundred years, but the result {s 
only now. becoming clear to the aver- 
age intelligence. . . It is a mis- 
take to dismiss trusts with the state- 
ment that they accomplish great 
good by allowing the public the bene- 
fit of great economies. Even if that 
assertion could be proved, it would 
fall short of meeting the situation. 
Trusts make it infinitely harder for 
every one to assert his influence on 
trade, the result being that it is com- 
ing to be an accepted doctrine that 
none except persons of transcendent 
ability need not aspire to more than 
a subordinate position in life. Hu- 
man nature is not constituted to bear 
this patiently.” 
THROUGH YANKEE EYES. 

The Springfield, (Mass.,) Republican 
comments interestingly on the result 


of the recent election in California 
as follows: 


“The plurality of over 25,000, which 
marks the Republican victory in Cal- 
ifornia on the State ticket, exceeds 
any plurality for either party in that 
State for at-least twenty years. Cal- 
ifornia has for a long time been a 
puzzle to the politicians, being a law 
unto itself. 1880 Garfield was 
beaten there by Hancock by 78 votes; 
in 1884, Blaine led Cleveland by 13,- 
000; in 1888, Harrison led Cleveland 
by 7000, and in 1892 Cleveland led 
Harrison by 144. In 1896, McKinley 
beat Bryan by 1822. In local elec- 
tions the Republicans carried the 
State in 1890, a tremendous Demo- 
cratic year, but lost it in 1894, a 
strong Republican year. 

“The explanation of this year’s Re- 
publican landslide in California may 
be found, perhaps, in a decided reac- 
tion toward conservatism. For years 
the State has been violently agitated 
by anti-monopoly movements, and 
even the silver idea took strong hold 
there, as shown by Bryan’s remark- 
able run two years ago. But within 
two years California has seen better 
times, owing to the great wheat ex- 
ports and the Klondike craze. This 
year the Democrats ran for Governor 
Congressman Maguire, a consistent, 
but somewhat extreme radical, who is 
on record as a believer in the single- 
tax theory of Henry George. Ma- 
guire tried to show that while he 
believed in the single tax, it was not 
an issue in his campaign, but the 
man’s radicalism furnished the Re- 
publicans just the club they needed 
in this particular year, when the

The Playhouses 


BURBANK. -Age cannot wither nor 
custom stale the infinite variety of 
“The Mikado,” but as it is presented 
here by the Grau Opera Company it 
is without exception, the best seen on 
this Coast. Not even William T. 
Carleton in his palmiest days and with 
his palmiest aggregation of singers 
and funny people, ever surpassed the 
performance of last night. And that 
is saying very much in praise. The 
stage setting was beautiful and real- 
istic to a degree, with its lazily 
dangling lanterns among the trees in 
Ko-Ko’s garden. its tiled  triple- 
arched gate in the background with a 
riot of truly chrysanthemums on 
either side, its bamboo effects, its 
colored incandescent lights. The cos- 
tumes blended or agreeably contrasted 
with the general color scheme, and 
those of the principals were rich with 
gold and silk embroidery on heavy 
satin or filmy crépe, and the light ef- 
fects were most ingeniously managed 
to enhance the whole. 

So much for the feast tothe eye. 
For the ear there was the infectious 
music of Sir Arthur Sullivan’s mas- 
terpiece—the kind of music that lives 
and will live because it is animated 
by a vital principle, and has the spark 
of genius back of it. It is fascinating, 
seductive, humorous, inspiriting by 
turn; as a whole, irresistible. Then 
there are Gilbert’s lines, racy, witty, 
satirical, a stimulating delight to the 
“brain, and they were all so cleverly 
delivered, not a point allowed to get 
away, but tossed back and forth on 
the stage and over across the foot- 
lights for the delectation of the audi- 
ence. 

In no part she has essayed has Miss 
Carrington been so thoroughly charm- 
ing as in Yum-Yum. In her duets 
with Nanki-Poo, as well as in her one 
solo, ‘‘The Moon and I,” she sang de- 
lightfully, and in the latter, under the 
rays of a calcium that was in compe- 
tent hands in the flies, the little so- 
prano was seen and heard to the best 
advantage. In the small part of Pitti- 
Sing, Miss Farrington did some grace- 
ful posturing, made arch use of her 
fan, and won the Mikado’s instant 
recognition of her convincing recital 
of the execution. The other “little 
maid from school” was Carrie Ward, 
and the work of all was naively co- 
quettish and always picturesque. Fan- 
nie Meyer’s Katisha was open to criti- 
cism in that she was altogether too 
good looking to have been driven to 
the famous shoulder-blade and right- 
elbow alternative to lure a lover. Miss 
Meyers has also a very pronounced 
vibrato when she forces her. sustained 
notes, that is a serious blemish on 
what otherwise would be a particu- 
larly rich. sweet contralto voice. 

Harry Davies has done valuable and 
artistic work ever since he has been 
here, but in nothing has he had the 
opportunity that Nanki Poo affords, 
and he makes the most of it. His 
voice in ‘‘A Wandering Minstrel] I,” 
had a velvety smoothness, a beautiful 
timbre, and his. use of it was most ar- - 
tistic. In the love duet, ‘‘Were You Not 
to Koko Plighted,’”’ Mr. Davies also did 
some especially fine work. 

Stanley Felch’s Ko-Koisa joy for- 
ever, although he is not what could with 
any degree of truth be termed a thing 
of beauty. As he created the part in 
America, it is naturally quite within 
his grasp; it is, moreover, a work of 
art. He is adding to it as the years 
roll on, modernizing it a bit, but it is

THE FAN TAN CASE. 


More Chinamen Witnesses Impeach 
Officer Ritch’s Veracity. 

The trial of Officer Ritch, who has 
taken the place of Ah Gwong and 
Wong Woot as defendant in the fan- 
tan case, was resumed before Justice 
Morrison yesterday morning. : 

Ah Gwong, the alleged cashier of the 
game which Officer Ritch raided, gave 
his version of the affair, which did not 
differ materially from the story told by 
Wong Woot, the last witness at Fri- 
day’s session of the court. 

Gwong is a Chinaman of the lean- 
and-hungry type—sort of a Mongolian 
Cassius. He speaks a fairly-good brand 
of pigeon English, and gave a graphic 
description of the manner: in which 
Officer Ritch stopped the game and 
took the bag of money away from him. 
Gwong insisted that the game played 
was dominoes and not fan tan. An- 
other Chinese witness corroborated his 
testimony in every detail. 

Attorney Phibbs stated that there 
were at least a dozen more Chinamen 
who would testify to the same effect, 
and wanted to stipulate that their tes- 
timony be regarded as given. Deputy 
District Attorney Chambers refused to 
take such a sweeping praqposition for 
granted. He stated that the prosecu- 
tion had some testimony to offer in re- 
buttal, and at his request the hearing 
was continued till 10 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning. q

Although the regular session of the 
City Council yesterday was devoted to 
‘the consideration of much that was im- 
portant to the property-owners, it was 
devoid of wrangles or expressions of 
differences of opinion among the mem- 
bers. There were few matters which 
called for debate, and on the whole the 
morning and afternoon sessions passed 
quietly. When the time for the morn- 
ing session to convene arrived, the 
Council chamber was uncomfortably 
cold. Some one had forgotten to turn 
on the radiators, and there was no heat 
in the place. Luckily there was no 
quorum at that hour for opening, and 
President Silver himself saw to it that 
the room was made reasonably com- 
fortable, but when the session opened 
he wanted to know what was the mat- 
ter. On his motion the custodian or 
the building was directed to see to it 
that during the winter manths the 
Council chamber be kept in a com- 
fortable condition whenever a mecting 
is to be held. 


The first business of the morning was 


the presentation of the reports of the 
departments which have to do with the 
finances of the city. All of them were 
referred to the Finance Committee.

Auditor, one of his weckly trial balance 
showing the condition of the funds, and

NEW SALARY ORDINANCE 
ADOPTED. 

That there is more than one way in 
which to accomplish what is desired in 
the matter of raising salaries of city 
officials was shown yestetday when an 
amendment to the present salary or- 
dinance was adopted without a. dis- 
senting vote. The matter of changing 
the salaries of certain city officers by 
ordinance has been before the City 
Council for some time, but it has al- 
ways heretofore been objectionable to 
just enough of the members to make it 
impossible to adopt. 

When the new apportionment of city 
funds for the fiscal year was made it 
was decided that Assistant City Attor- 
ney Thomas and Assistant City Engi- 
neer King should receive increased sal- 
aries. If these salaries had been put 
inthe salary ordinances the chances of 
election might have operated so as to 
bring into the enjoyment of them per- 
sons who had never had experience in 
either department. It was therefore de- 
cided to pay the increases by requisi- 
tion. Mr. King secured his requisition 
but when Mr, Thomas presented his it 
was vetoed by the Mayor. Then there 
Was a wrangle in the Council over the 
matter, and one ordinance providing 
for the increases was defeated. Yes- 
terday, however, another... ordinance 
was presented providing that during 
the month of November and December 
Mr. King shall receive a month?y’sal- 
ary of $16250, and Mr. "$185. 
There was no opposition to this ordi- 
nance, and it was adopted. It pro- 
vides for larger salaries than that 
Which was defeated a week ago, and 
if it finally becomes a law it will 
amount to the increase which was 
originally intended.

Title to Track and Depot at Chats.

Judgment for the Southern Pacific 
‘Company was rendered yesterday by 
Judge Van Dyke in the suit wiieretn

In the summer of 1890 the San Fer- 
nando Valley Improvement Company 
conveyed to W. B. Barber a large tract 
of hand, including the lots in question, 
by a deed containing this reservation: 
“Reserves from the within described 
premises right-of-way for a railroad a 
strip of land fifty feet wide and the 
right to ditch and lay pipes for the 
distribution of water.” In the year 
following Barber conveyed ta the p«a‘:- 
tiff the lots in question, with voituer 
property, reserving merely the right- 
of-way to make ditches and to lay 
water pipes. In May, 1893, the San Fer- 
nando Improvement Company and 
Barber, in order ta have a railroad con- 
structed from Burbank to Chatsworth 
Park, offered in writing to the Pacific 
Improvement Company certain rights- 
of- way, fifty feet in width, for a rall- 
road track and depot grounds at Chats- 
worth Park, which rights were to be 
conveyed to the corporation when the 
railroad was constructed. The offer 
was accepted and the railroad was com- 
structed and finished about August, 
1893. In constructing this line the land

SPRINKLER CONTROVERSY. 


Judge Ross Renders an Opinion in 
a Patent Case. 

In the case of the Newton Manufactur- 
ing Company vs. Daniel C. Wilgus, 
Judge Ross rendered a @ecision yes- 
terday in favor of the complainant 
company. In a previous suit brought 
by Wilgus against the complainants 
the former sought damages for selling 
a certain lawn sprinkler which he 
claimed to be an infringement of a 
patent held by him, In that case it 
was shown that the complainants in 
the present case had bought the patent 
to the Gauthier sprinkler, and that the 
latter patent obtained by Wilgus was 
itself the infringer of rights. In the 
present suit the complainants asked 
that an accounting be required of Wil- 
gus showing profits which he had made 
in selling the sprinklers on which he 
claimed a patent, and the decision of 
Judge Ross is that ‘‘there musi be an 
interlocutory decree for the complain- 
ants and a reference to a master to 
take the accounting prayed for.” 

TRAIN ROBBERY CASES. 
Date Set for Further Hearings and 
Sentencing. 

The Federal District Court is not 
yet through with the Oro Grande train 
robbers, two of whom were convicted 
Saturday. These men, Haile and Cas- 
ner, have each resting on them the 
charge of robbing the mails, the tech- 
nical charge on which they have just 
been convicted having been that of 
conspiracy to rob the mails. Today 
Judge Wellborn set the time for sen- 
tencing these men on November 30, at 
which time the further charge against 
them is to be heard. At the same time 
the case against Clyde Bennington, 
which was segregated from the others, 
will come up. It is believed that the 
charge against Bennington which will 
be first tried will be that of robbing 
the mails, the penalty for which is

REPUBLIC OF CUBA BONDS. 
‘Among the securities offered at auc- 
tion sale in New York the other day,

RAISIN GROWERS’ MONEY. T. C, 
White, treasurer of -the California 
Raisin Growers’ Association, has made 
public a statement of moneys received 
on account of sales only up to October 
29, says the California Fruit Grower, 

owing the total receipts to be about 
$1,105.240; total disbursements about 
$809,590, and cash in treasury, about 
$295,690. The association, said Mr. 
White, is disbursing funds to the grow- 
ers at the rate of from $40,000 to $60,000 
daily, and as fast as each grower’s 
account is balanced a check is drawn 
#m his favor for the amount of 2 cents 
per pound on all raisins delivered. It 
will be understood that, with over two 
thousand growers’ accounts and ‘with 
sixty packing-houses it is no easy task 
to settle the accounts and get out the 
checks; but nearly all of the growers 
have now been paid 2 cents per pound 
on all raisins delivered and all who 
have not been paid at this date will be 
paid as'soon as the checks can be 
written.

PRO AND CON OF CREDITS. No 
other subject, perhaps, is so much dis- 
cussed among business men as the 

licy- of giving credits by the retail 


rade. Many good ~business men 
form fixed ideas in favor. of 
very general credits, and say 
that business cannot be carried = on 


without such a system, while another 
holds that all credit-giving is unwise, 
and that there is no necessity of doing 
any business on credit. The trouble is 
fn framing any rule applicable to all 
cases, and, therefore, the wisest course 
fis to study carefully each case and be 
guided by the conditions. This is just 
the view taken by James G. Cannon, 
vice-president of the Fourth National 
Bank of New York, in an address be- 
fore the National Association of Credit 
Men, at the annual convention of that 
body recently held in Kansas City. It 
is this conservative view which makes 
Mr. Cannon’s words so valuable. He 
Says: 

“It is to be said in favor of the credit 
System that the customer is likely to 
become more or less attached to the 
store where he has an account and to 
purchase there all his supplies that it 
can furnish. He will also be inclined tuo 
trade beyond his requirements, which 
will result in temporary profit to the 
merchant, provided he is certain to re- 
ceive his pay, though extravagance in 
any form should not be encouraged, 
and is not a desirable habit for a cus- 
tomer to acquire. 

“This system also saves a great deal 
of time and annoyyance to the cus- 
tomer in waiting for change, by mak- 
ing it possible to pay in one sum the 


bills for a considerable period of time. 


“The merchant who gives credit may 
do a very extensive business and ap- 
pear to be enjoying the fruits of pros- 
yerity in good times, and he will doubt- 
-ess succeed in handling a larger vo)- 
ume of trade than the one selling for 
cash; but when a panic comes and de- 
pression sets in, and the incomes of 
his debtors are depleted or entirely sus- 
pended, he will in many instances be 
forced to the wall, while the cash mer- 
chant,who did not owe anything and 
had no one owing him, will continue 
his business as usual, and will probably 
make more money twice over than he 
lost by not selling on credit when times 
were favorable; but even if the credit 
merchant succeeds in weathering the 
storm, his books will bear unmistakable 
evidences of financial] Wrecks left in its 
wake, which will be painfully apparent 
when be requires money to meet his

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Nov, 21.—The upward move- 
ment of prices in the stock market was at 
full tide today, when the afternoon special 
editions brought the Paris bulletins to the 
Associated Press announcing the 
president of the Spanish Peace Commission 
had declined to proceed with the negotia- 
tions after the presentation of the United 
States commissioners’ final terms. The 
professional room traders turned sellers im- 
mediately, and the large buying orders 
which were being executed all around the 
room were apparently being withdrawn. 
Prices melted away quite rapidly in this’ 
condition of affairs, declines reaching nearly 
a point in many cases. supporting orders 
were then placed in many of the leading 
stocks, and the decline was checked. There 
was no apparent disposition to continue the 
buying movement, however, and for a time 
during the last hour, the market fell into 
almost entire neglect. This condition of af- 
fairs invited renewed short selling, and the 
drift was slowly downward to the close. 
The result is that many stocks which were 
not conspicuously strong in the early deal- 
ings closed lower than on Saturday, while 
the notable advances in the leaders are 
much reduced. Atchison pfd. easily con- 
tinued its leadership in the railroad list, and 
it made its way through a flood of offerings 
up 24% points to 47% before the Paris news 
checked the advance, People's Gas re- 
flected also a very heavy demand, and rose 
at one time 2%, but saved less than a point 
in that gain. The early movement of the 
market was confined very largely to special 
stocks, the grangers and the recently- 
awakened Southwesterns halting soméwhat. 
Northwestern was an exception in the 
granger group and gained 2% points, and 
its subsidiary company, St. Paul and Omaha, 
rose nearly two points. The Baltimore dnd 
Ohio issues also showed very marked 
Strength. Early in the afternoon Pennsyl- 
Vania sprang into activity and made a 
notable advance of 2144 points, supplemented 
closely by Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Chicago 
& St, Louis, pfd. This gave renewed tone 
to the whole market, and led to the strong- 
est upward movement of the day, the level 
of prices being quite generally lifted near a 
point over Saturday. The story of the re- 
action is told above. Uneasiness over the 
money situation in Berlin and the approach- 
ing maturity of large obligations there had 
apparently subsided. The northwestern rail- 
road stocks were relieved from’ pressure, 
and the threatened rupture between North- 
ern Pacific and Oregon Navigation fell into 
the background, There was very large and 
well-distributed demand for bonds, and 
some sharp advances in prices resulted, 
which was well maintained to the close, in 
spite of the weakness in stocks. Total sales 
$4,460,000, United States 4's, registered, and 
5's coupon advanced 44, and the seconds 
and threes coupon, the old fours’ registered 
and the fives’ registered, % in the bid price. 

Total Sales of Stocks. 

YORK, Nov. 21.—Total gales of 
Stocks today were 570,100 shares, including 
43,800 Atchison, 88.820 Atchison preferred, 15.- 
665 Burlington, $200 Denver and Rio Grande 
preferred, 22.330 Manhattan, 6225 Metropol- 
itan, 3055 Missouri Pacific, 17.780 Southern 
Pacific, 6224 Southern Pacific preferred, 66:5 
Northwestern, 8020 Union Pacific, 13,749 Union 
Pacific. preferred, 34,890 St. Paul.

The candidate read te the council a paper, 

iving an outline of his system of theology. 

e developed his doctrines as to ‘God, Sin, 
Christ, the Holy Spirit, Salvation, the King- 
dom, the Church, and Things to Come.’’ Mem- 
bers of the council questioned him upon vari- 
ous points, and his answers. were satisfac- 
tory, The council came to the unanimous con- 
clusion that Mr. Woods was suitably prepared 
for ordination and sound in the Baptist faith. 


This evening at 7:30 o’clock the church was. 


filled by members of the congregational. The 
young pastor was ordained with impressive 
rites. The report of the council was read by 
the moderator. After the reading of Scrip- 
ture by Rev. A. W. Rider of Los Angeles, and 
prayer by Rev. C. A, Wooddy of Portland, the 
sermon was preached by Rev. B, A. Woods 
of San Francisco, the uncle of the candidate. 
His subject was, ‘“‘The Message and the Mes- 
senger,’’ his text being found in Ezekiel xiii, 
1, 3. Dr. Woods said-in part: 

‘“‘Man’s highest endowment-is a nature 
which he shares with God, by which commu- 
nication with God is possible. A real creed 
is a Christian’s statement of what> God has 
revealed to him. Our creeds enlarge as our 
experiences and revelations deepen. The 
creed forms of the early centuries are like 
the arrested growths of the naturalists. They 
were like the earthworks from which the 
-poldiers of Christ have advanced and retreated 
as God's unfolding revelations have de- 
manded. The end of theology is not yet 
reached; but woe to the foolish preachers who 
speak out of their own heart, follow their 
own spirit, and have received no divine 
vision! If, as Milten says, the life of every 
true poet must itself be a poem, must not 
every true preacher be an embodiment of 
that gospel which he preaches? If the first 
question as to the gospel is, ‘What is the 
word of the Lord?’ the second question is, 
‘Who is he that dares claim to bring a mes- 
sage from God to man?’ What the preacher 
is determines jn the end the effect of his 
teachings.” 

Rev. A. J. Frost, D.D., of San Bernardino 
and the brethren of the presbytery ecanducted 
the prayer of ordination and the laying-on of 
hands. Rev. A. P. Brown of Monrovia ex- 
tended the right hand of fellowship. The 


charge to the pastor was given by Rev. James 


Sunderland, D.D., of Oakland; the charge to 
the church by Rev. Joseph Smale of Los An- 
les. It had been planned to have the charge 
o the pastor given by his father, Rev. H. C. 
Woods, but the latter was ill and unable to 
be present in the evening, greatly to his dis- 
appointment, though he was carried to the 
a meeting in the afternoon, resting on 
pillows. 


UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


The opening of the university extension 
course this evening was encouraging to the 
management.

SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 21.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] An inquest was held this 
afternoon on the remains of Ignatius Eisler, 
the train-robber who was shot and instantly 
killed near Daggett Saturday night by As- 
sistant Express Messenger Blakeley. A ver- 
dict was rendered that the deceased came 
to his death from a gunshot wound, the shot 
having been fired by Express Messenger 
Blakeley while acting in the proper dis- 
charge of his duty. :

HANCOCK ARRAIGNED. 


Held on a Charge af Burglary at 
Fullerton, 

FULLERTON, Noy. 21. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] John Hancock and Charles Knox 
were arraigned before Justice Johnson this 
afternogn, charged with burglarizing the camp 
wagon of Charles Devoe, near Bolsa, in De- 
H. C, Head appeared as 
the attorney fer the defense, and demandéed 
the dismissal of the charge on the ground 
that the affidavit was faulty in not properly 
Stating the offense. The motion was over- 
ruled by the court, and the prisoners returned 
to jail in default of $2000 bond in Hancock’s 
case and $250 in that of Knox. It was a re- 
markable case, in that the prosecuting wit- 
ness was the defendant Hancock. His effort 
to implicate Mrs. Gross, his former mistress, 
in the thefts of which Knox and himself 
were guilty were not tangible, and showed a 
lack of shrewdness accountable for only by 
the fact that the man is eaten up with desire 
for revenge, no matter how paltry. The evi- 
dence submitted by Mrs. Gross was calculated 
to sustain Hancock’s reputation for all- 
around badness, but very skillfully left her 
clear of all trouble. Hancock and Knox, she 
related, had stolen the stuff from Devoe’s 
wagon and disposed of it at Santa Ana. They 
had brought the stolen goods home at night 
and taken it away the next morning. Han- 
cock and Knox both appeared in the best of 
humor during the trial, and if the serenity 
of either was disturbed in the leasti it was 
not apparent. The game they are playing is 
a mysterious one, but there is evidently har- 
mony between them, and they doubtless have 
an end in view which they expect to work 
for the good of both. 

The hearing was devoid of sensational fea- 
tures, though it was expected that the ap- 
pearance of Mrs. Carter, who.is thought to 
be deep in the mud in some manner not yet 
apparent, would develop some new feature 
in the case. She told a very straight story 
on the stand, and seemed absorbed in it. 
Later, in the anteroom of the court, she 

Iked with Mrs. Gross very earnestly, and 
the two seemed to exchange views with a 

reat Geal of sincerity. When they parted 
t was with the greatest friendliness. On 
the stand Mrs. Gross seemed perfectly at ease, 
and took occasion to give Hancock frequent 
contemptuous glances. He grinned broadly 
and seemed to enjoy the woman’s expressions 
of hatred. At the close of the hearing he 
was permitted to go with Knox into a barber 
shop next door to the court, where both se- 
cured a shave. They left the courtroom un- 
attended, and later walked out of the barber 
shop and back into the courtroom as if free 
men. Hancock is ready to talk about any- 
thing likely to implicate others in trouble, and 
plans all his conversation that way, but 
when it comes to the murder affair in which 
he is implicated, he is as silent as the tomb, 
except in so far as his denial of all knowledge 
of the fate of Dr. Engelke and Peter Edmis- 
ton is concerned, The prisoners were taken 
beck te jail at Santa Ana by Constable Pen- 
ergast.

HER CASH, 


Her Nephew, Who Has Disappeared, 
is Suspected — Chinese Smug- 
sling on a Grand Scale—A New 
City Census—Coronado’s Sunset 
Enthuses an Artist. 


SAN DIEGO, WNov. 21.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Mrs, James Freeman of Ocean- 
side was robbed of $350 in cash the other 
day, the money being taken from her bureau 
drawer. The money was received from the 
sale of land in Texas, and represented al- 
most all of Mrs. Freeman’s worlaty goods. 
Suspicion points to Frank Freeman, a 
nephew of Mrs. Freeman, who disappeared 
soon after the robbery, in company with a 
Mexican named Isidro Renterias. 

Warrants were issued for the arrest of 
Freeman and Renterias for robbery, but 
their whereabouts are unknown. It is sup- 
posed that they have skipped below the line 
into Lower California or Sonora.

SMUGGLING OF CHINESE, 

Evidently another move is on foot for the 
unlawful importation of Chinese into this 
country from Mexican territory. Yesterday 
Customs Inspector Wadham of Tia Juana 
caught two more Chinese, just this side of 
the boundary line, trying to sneak into this 
country. and get into Chinatown..-The men 
gave their names as Ah Hing and Ah Wah. 
They denied that they came up from En- 
senada, and said they had been at work in 
this country. But as Inspector Wawham is 
very familiar with that section of country, 
they failed to impress him with their tale. 

Ex-Collector. Fisher is authority for the 
Statement that from five to eight hundred 
Chinese get into this city every year from be- 
low the line, without detection. The govern- 
ment does not allow sufficient men to patrol 
the boundary line, and it is therefore impos- 
sible to capture every Chinese that tries 
to cross. The country is fairly easy to travel 
anywhere along the line, and a shrewd 
Chinaman need have no fear of being 
caught. 

It is said that the Chinese get into Mexico 
by steamers, some by trans-shipping at Sag 
Francisco without landing, and others who 
cross the Pacific into Central und South 
America, and work their way up.

A Glerious Sunset 
Artist's Enthusi rso 
HOTEL DEL CORONADO, Noy. 21.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] Yesterday’s blustery 
weather was the prelude to one of the most 
gorgeous sunsets that has ever painted the 
sky. The sea was lead colored, except for 
the flashing whitecaps near and far. Heavy 
clouds lay along the horizon to the south- 
west, and as the sun approached them, 
sinking, the heavens were glorified beyond 
the capability of language to describe.

MURDEROUS ASSAULT COMMITTED 
ON A CHINAMAN, 


Rival Chinese Laundrymen Drag 
Hong Kee From His Wagon and 
Beat Him Into Insensibility With 
an Ax Handlic. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 21. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] Hong Kee, a Chinese laundry- 
man of Orange, was the victim of a murder- 
ous assault last night, committed by three of 
his countrymen. They were his rivals in the 
same business, and made the attack as he 
was driving to his home, where the unfor- 
tunate laundryman pow iijes at the point of 
death. Hong Kee had been to Santa Ana in 
the evening, delivering and gathering’ up 
clothes from his customers, and when near 
his home he was attacked by a Chinaman 
named Wing, who conducts a laundry in the 
same vicinity, and two of his assistants. They 
caught Hong .Kee's horse by the bridle, 
stabbed the animal with a knife, and then 
jerked the driver from his.seat and beat him 
over the head and body with an ax handle. 
A feeble old Chinaman who was with Hong 
Kee could do nothing to assist his friend, and 
the latter was left in an unconscious condi- 
tion in the road by his assailants. The old 
Chinaman went for: assistance, and the in- 
jured laundryman was carried to his home, 
where he was attended by a physician. The 
three Chinamen who committed the assault 
were arrested this morning by Constable 
Cervantes, and examined before Justice Crad- 
dick. The Justice bound them over for trial, 
with bail fixed in the sum of $50, $75 and 
$100, respectively. Wong bears a bad reputa- 
tion, having been implicated in the murder of 
a Chinese woman in Santa Ana two years 
ago. Hong Kee has. also served jail sen- 
tences for minor offenses. 

HANCOCK AND KNOX ARRAIGNED, 

John Hancock, the alleged Nevada double 
murderer, who confessed while in jail here 
awaiting an investigation of the charges 
against him by the Nevada authorities, to 
having conducted a chicken-thieving den at 
El Modena three years ago, and implicating 
several parties, was taken to Fullerton to- 
day with Charles Knox, where the two will 
be arraigned before Justice of the Peace Ed- 
gar Johnson on the petty larceny charge. 
Constable Pendergast came over from Ful- 
lerton early this morning and carried the 
two prisoners back with him in his buggy. 
Knox’s arrest was made ten Gays ago upon 
the statement of Hancock that Knox had been 
a member of his El Modena gang, and had 
stolen chickens, as well as harness and other 
articles, by the wholesale. The officers are 
still looking for other members of the gang, 
and other developments are likely to occur in 
the Hancock case,

Puzzling Problems Presented by the 
New Sewer System. 

SANTA MONICA, Nov. 21.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence,] The building and extension 
of the new city sewer syStem presents num- 
erous puzzling probems to the municipal au- 
thorities. At the meeting of the City Trus- 
tees today City Engineer Carrillo filed a 
report urging the necessity of flushing the 
trunk sewer between Railroad avenue and 
South Santa Monica. He called attention to 
the present condition of that part of the sys- 
tem, saying it is unsanitary and in need of 
a powerful flushing head of water. He pre- 
sented a scheme suggested by Consulting 
Engineer Fred Eaton of Los Angeles for the 
placing of an engine and pump on the beach 
near the foot of Railroad avenue with a 
pumping capacity of 100,000 gallons per hour, 
and connected with the trunk sewer so 
it could discharge into it. The scheme 
further provided for private sewer connec- 
tions along the beach. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Sewer Committee 

The question of compelling private connec- 
tions where alley sewers have been com- 
pleted was presented. City Trustee Car- 
rillo suggested that it would be.a hardship 
to many of the people in town at‘the present 
time. Health Officer Lindsey said the plumb- 
ers were so desirous of the business that 


he _ they would put in connections on 
credit.

BULLD MORE SCHOOLS. 


FRED EATON PLEADS THE CAUSE 
OF THE CHILDREN, 


At the Army and Navy League Re- 
ception the Republican Nominee 
for Mayor Discusses Popular 


About the Charter. + 


Fred Eaton was the guest of honor 
at a reception given at Elks’ Hall last 
evening by the Army and Navy Re- 
publican League. The veterans who 
packed the hall listened with keen in- 
terest to the straightforward and logi- 
cal talk of the Republican: nominee 
for Mayor. 

The other nominees present were en- 
thusiastically received. The reception 
accorded to the two veterans whose 
names are upon the ticket, Ward and 
Martindale, showed the staunch loyalty. 
of the men who wore the blue to their 
old comrades. 

Mr. Eaton discussed the future of the 
public schools of Los Angeles with 
evident appreciation of their needs. He 
promised his heartiest support to the 
advancement of popular education. 

“The Mayor has comparatively little 
to do with the schools,” he said, ‘‘ac- 
cording to the present organization of 
the city government. However, many 
matters come up in the Council and 
before the Mayor which vitally concern 
the schools. Their needs are many and 
must not be neglected. There is need 
of more school buildings in order that 
the children may be in healthful sur- 
roundings and carry on their work un- 
der the most favwrable conditions. A 
new High School is an urgent neces- 
sity. Today twice as many pupils are 
crowded into the building as it should 
contain. Many of the pupils have a 
half-day session. There should be 
plenty of room for all, so that they need 
not be deprived of all the educational 
advantages which it is the duty of the 
city to afford them.” 

Mr. Eaton referred to the water ques- 
tion and to other issues of the cam- 
paign and then gave way, declaring 
that many speakers were to follow 
him and that he must not monopolize 
the attention of the audience. 

R. H, F. Variel who was a member 
of the Board of Freeholders which 
framed the proposed new charter, pre- 
sented a series of arguments showing 
why the instrument would greatly fur- 
ther the best interests of the city. He 
sketched the features in which it dif- 
fers from the present charter and 
showed the wisdom of the new depar- 
tures, 

“Municipal ownership will make it 
possible to cut water rates in half and 
yet run the plant at a profit,” he said. 
“Under the new charter the adminis- 
tration of the water plant will be en- 
trusted to a commission of five merm- 
bers, appointed by the Mayor, and 80 
constituted that only a portion of the 
members will go out of office at a time, 
and a majority will always have had 
experience. Executive control will be 
in the hands of a superintendent, engi- 
neer and cashier. All the other ¢m- 

loyés will be under civil-service rules. 
The water rates will be collected only 
twice a year. They will be held against 
the land like taxes and there will be 
no danger of defaulting - payments. 
This system of semi-annual collections 
will do away with the army of col- 
kectors which would “otherwise he 
necessary, and so serve to remove the 
department from politics. Under the 
system provided for by the proposed 
charter, a business-like administra- 
tion of the water plant is assured. 

“The assessments made by the 
County Assessor will be used as a basis 
for city taxes. This means an annual 
saving to the city, even under present 
‘conditions, of $25,000. In addition, there 
will be an immense saving in annoy- 
ance to individual citizens. 

“Under the new charter officials can 
have surety companies for bondsmen. 
This relieves an official’s friends from 
any obligation to go on his bond, and 
it relieves the official himself from any 
feeling that he must reward his bonds- 
men by political patronage, 

“The Board of Education will con- 
sist of five members, three elected at 
large by the city and two appointed 
by the Mayor. The board will be a 
continuous body. Each member will 
receive a salary of $75 a month. 
Teachers will hold their places until re- 
moved for cause, instead of having to 
be re&élected every year as at present. 
The causes which justify removals will 
be unprofessional or immoral conduct, 
insubordination, evident unfitness for 
teaching (as ill-health or lack of proper 


} training,) and failure to maintain the 


standard of excellence which is rea~ 
sonably required. Under such condi- 
tions no teacher can he appointed nor 
removed wholly by political pull. Ufi- 
der the present charter there is no pro- 
vision for removing a thoroughly in- 
competent teacher, 

“At present the tax for the city 
schools is never more than 16 cents. 
The new charter allows the tax tv 
range between 20 and 25 cents. This 
will insure sufficient income to meet 
the needs of the schools, It will put an 
end to such abuses as the present con- 
dition of the High School, where 14

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21.—The 
strongest possible 
building up of the American mercantile 
marine lies in the fact that the Phil- 
adelphia merchants alone have already 
paid out this year to foreign ship- 
owners, $3,604,149 for the carrying of 
the 34,287,147 bushels of grain that 
have been shipped abroad. Upon the 
figures of freight paid out for the 
movetnent of grain to Europe, British 
steamships of the modern type and 


size are known to be paying the own-/ 


ers in the neighborhood of from 290 


to 30. and even 35 per cent. on the} 


amount of capital they have invested. 

Out of the millions of bushels of 
grain already shipped from here this 
year not one bushel went aboard an 
American vessel, and probably 85 per 
cent. of it} was carried by British 
bottoms, while Norwegian and Swed- 
ish tramps came in for the other 15 
ver cent. A rough estimate of what 
‘will be paid foreign shipowners this 
year for the carrying aboard of goods, 
places the figures somewhat in excess 
of $200,000,000. The fact is that the 
civil war\saw the decadence of the 
American mercantile marine, but the 
late war with Spain, in the opinion 
of many, will lead to its revival. 
Americans since the late war have 
become thoroughly aroused as to. the 
increased mercantile marine. Ter- 
navigation laws continue in vogue, ren- 
ders it absolutely necessary’ that 
American vessels be built to carry on 
the trade with these latest acquisi- 
tions.
